Rabies in Animals
Animals that are infected with rabies can spread this fatal disease to people and other animals 
through a bite, scratch, or other exposure to saliva.  

Rabies can be prevented in domestic animals through vaccination and in people through prompt 
medical care once an exposure occurs.  Communities can take action to assure awareness and 
education about rabies.

The Maine CDC’s Rabies Program tracks cases, provides outreach education, and technical 
assistance if an exposure occurs.
